At  Town  Meeting  of  last  year  it  was  voted  to  expend  a 
sum  of  money  for  new  dishes  and  tables  for  your  dining  room. 
This  has  been  taken  care  of.  There  is  now  a  complete  setting 
for  100  people,  also  new  cooking  utensils.  You  now  have  a  fairly 
complete  kitchen.  Also  the  new  tables  have  now  been  in  use  for 
a  considerable  time. 

The  Selectmen  wishes  to  express,  for  the  people  of  the 
Town,  thanks  to  the  following  clubs  and  organizations  for  con- 
tributing tables:  Unity  Club  -  Neightborhood  Club  -  Chester  Rod 
&  Gun  Club  -  Tunior  Order  of  American  Mechanics  -  Chester 
Grange  -  Couples  Club. 

During  the  year  the  tractor  and  grader,  formerly  stored 
at  Town  Garage,  were  sold  on  Sealed  Bids,  briiiging  in  a  total  of 
$270.00. 

The  piece  of  road  leading  into  Gene  Tenney's  home  from 
the  Haverhill  Road  has  been  hard-topped,  making  it  a  little  eas- 
ier for  our  Road  Agent  and  also  taking  care  of  a  bad  situation. 
This  was  done  at  no  additional  cost  to  the  Town  over  and  above 
the  budget.  We  were  fortimate  in  receiving  from  the  State  a 
portion  from  a  fund  set  up  by  a  private  source  to  help  Towns 
like  ourselves.  This  was  the  first  time  we  had  received  this 
largesse  and  it  was  put  to  good  use. 


As  you  all  know,  Planning  and  Zoning  were  made  official 
legislation  of  the  Town,  the  latter  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in 
November. 

The  Chester  Grange  has  voted  to  take  over  the  beautjfi- 
cation  of  the  Wilcomb  Common,  at  the  intersection  of  Routes 
121  and  121A.  -The  Town  will  supply  the  materials,  the  Grange 
will  do  all  labor.  This  is  more  towards  further  improving  the 
appearance  of  the  Town. 

It  is  also  contemplated  to  improve  the  piece  in  front  of 
the  cemetery,  at  junction  of  102  and  121,  now  being  used  as  a 
parking  lot.  As  yet  we  are  not  sure  who  will  take  this  over  as  a 
project.  However,  we  do  have  a  nimiber  of  organizations  inter- 
ested. 

Last,  and  by  no  means  least,  the  citizens  of  Chester 
now  have  a  Doctor  in  residence  after  many  years  without  one. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Walsh  are  welcome  additions  to  our  Town. 
They  are  residing  in  the  Hadik  guest  house,  opposite  the  house 
of   our  Town  Clerk.    It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  people  of 
Chester  will  make  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Walsh  really  feel  tiiat   they 
are  not  only  wanted,  but  also  needed. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  sincerely  thank  all  citizens  of 
Chester,  and  all  officials,  for  their  cooperation,  without  which, 
the  Town  could  not  progress.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Your  School  Board  believes  progress  has  been  made  this 
past  year.  Our  belief  has  been  supported  by  the  comments  of 
many  parents.  There  is  no  question  that  the  morale  among  fac- 
ulty and  students  is  on  a  high  plane.  The  deportment  of  the  chil- 
dren in  school  and  on  the  bus  is  very  good.  This  speaks  well  of 
the  administration  and  faculty.  It  is  the  aim  of  your  board  to 
continue  progressing  and  to  give  our  children  the  best  education 
possible  at  the  least  expense.  Competition  in  the  occupational 
world  is  increasing  constantly.  We  want  our  children  to  have 
the  knowledge  to  be  able  to  face  it  confidently. 

Our  custodian,  in  spite  of  the  construction  work,  has 
kept  the  building  in  presentable  condition.  Now  that  construction 
Is  complete,  the  buUding  shines.

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Bids  for  the  new  addition  to  the  school  and  installation 
of  a  forced  hot  water  heating  system  for  the  old  building  and  the 
new  addition  were  opened  on  July  19,  1960.  There  were  four 
bidders.  Andre  Courschesne,  general  contractor  of  Manchester, 
N.  H.  was  the  low  bidder  with  a  bid  of  $71,970.00.  The  Board 
arranged  to  meet  with  the  architect  and  the  successful  bidder, 
Messrs.  Bradt  and  Courschesne,  in  Exeter,  Friday,  July  22,  to 
make  necessary  deletions  and  substitutions  to  bring  the  bid  in 
line  with  the  authorized  $70,000.00  bond  issue.  With  deductions 
and  alternates  the  net  bid  was  $64,899.00.  The  contract  was 
signed  by  the  Schobl  Board  Chairman  for  the  School  District. 
The  architect's  fee  will  be  6%  of  the  final  completed  cost. 

Bond  bids  were  issued  by  the  National  Shawmut  Bank  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts  on  July  22,  1960.  Bids  were  opened 
August  4th.  Bonds  were  sold  at  a  premiim:!  100.232,  and  an  in- 
terest rate  of  3.9%.  This  was  the  highest  premiimi  and  lowest 
interest  rate  offered  by  five  bidders.  Total  receipts  from  bond 
sale  was  $70,162.40. 

So  that  the  funds  from  the  bond  sale  would  not  lie  idle 
until  required  for  payments  to  the  contractor,  the  Board  auth- 
orized the  purchase  of  interest  bearing  U.  S.  Government 
Treasury  Bills  (notes)  with  30-60  and  90  day  maturity  dates. 

The  construction  of  the  building  began  on  the  twenty -fifth 
of  July  instead  of  August  12  originally  plaimed.  To  pay  the  con- 
tractor for  work  and  material  for  the  period  from  July  25th  to 
September,  when  the  bond  money  would  be  available,  the  board 
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requested  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  advance  $15,000.00  of  the 
School  Districts  operating  expense  money.  At  the  request  of 
the  Selectmen  $10,000.00  was  paid  by  the  School  District  to 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Derry  in  September.  The  payment 
was  applied  against  the  Selectmen's  tax  anticipation  note  of 
$15,000.00  negotiated  by  them  to  pay  the  advance  requested  by 
the  School  Board. 

Mr.  Wilbur  Hunt,  former  school  bus  owner,  sold  the 
balance  of  the  contract  to  Mr.  Raymond  DoUoff,  Jr.  The  Board 
approved  Raymond  Dolloff,  Jr.  as  regular  driver  and  Arthur 
DoUoff  as  substitute.  The  only  change  in  the  bus  route  was  re- 
routing the  North  Chester  run  to  include  Lane  Road. 

Your  Board  has  received  whole  hearted  cooperation 
from  Mr.  Courschesne,  the  building  contractor,  and  his  sub 
contractors,  particularly  the  painters  and  electrician.  They 
have  done  many  small  items,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board, 
not  called  for  in  the  contract.  The  kitchen  is  an  outstanding 
example.  The  cabinet  was  built,  a  new  counter  was  covered 
with  vinyl,  and  the  entire  kitchen  painted,  without  cost. 

Although  the  work  has  gone  beyond  the  original  comple- 
tion date,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  move  in  in  February.  The  heat- 
ing contractor  has  work  to  be  completed  such  as  radiator  cov- 
ers, room  thermostats  and  ventilating  fans.  This  work  will  be 
completed  when  the  necessary  material  are  received. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  addition  of  four  rooms, 
we  now  have  only  one  double  class.    We  have  inserted  in  the 
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warrant  a  request  for  an  additional  appropriation  for  the  fiscal 
school  year  of  1961-62.  With  these  funds  another  teacher  will 
be  engaged.  With  an  additional  teacher  we  will  have  one  teach- 
er to  a  grade.  We  hope  the  parents  of  the  School  District  will 
vote  in  the  affirmative  for  the  additional  appropriation.  The 
added  teacher  will  provide  equal  opportunity  for  each  child. 
The  teachers  will  be  able  to  give  more  individual  attention  to 
each  child.  The  teacher  will  be  better  able  to  help  the  children 
who  for  some  reason  or  other  failed  to  grasp  some  of  the  work. 
We  wish  to  thank  our  faculty  for  their  faithfulness  to 
their  profession  Our  trust  has  been  well  placed.  We  partic- 
ularly wish  to  compliment  them  for  their  patience  with  imavoid- 
able  annoyances  and  hardships  caused  by  the  construction  work.

CURRICULUM  REPORT 

The  curriculum  in  the  elementary  school  is  constantly 
being  improved.  In  cooperation  with  the  suggestion  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  the  Language  Arts  field  is  the  area 
we  have  expanded.  A  suggested  Language  Arts  Program,  pro- 
vided by  the  state,  has  been  issued  to  all  teachers. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act  has  aided  our  pro- 
gram with  the  purchasing  of  new  equipment.  The  school  has 
been  provided  with  a  television  set  and  a  science  lab  table. 
This  television  set  makes  it  possible  for  the  teachers  to  sup- 
plement their  programs  in  the  fields  of  science,  music  and 
social  studies.  Through  the  use  of  the  new  science  table  it  is 
now  possible  for  the  teachers  and  students  to  conduct  experi- 
ments which  will  enable  them  to  better  understand  and  visua- 
lize the  facts  of  science.  (Several  other  pieces  of  equipment  in 
the  Audio-Visual  field  have  been  purchased  and  will  be  in  use 
very  soon.) 

The  additional  classroom  space  will  alleviate  one  of  our 
most  pressing  problems  that  of  the  overcrowded  classroom. 
It  will  enable  us  to  continue  and  strengthen  our  program  in 
caring  for  individual  differences. 

CLASSROOM  VISITATION 

The  visiting  of  individual  classrooms  occupies  a  large 
percentage  of  my  day.  These  visits  are  basically  made  to  be 
of  service  to  the  teacher.  Assistance  is  given  in  various  areas 
such  as  providing  supplementary  materials  for  enrichment  pur- 
poses, programing  and  individual  testing.

ENROLLMENT  AND  PERSONNEL 

The  elementary  enrollment  decreased  from  last  year  and 
is  almost  an  exact  duplicate  of  the  enrollment  in  1959.  The  sec- 
ondary enrollment  is  increased  by  one.  This  figure,  68,  is  the 
highest  secondary  enrollment  for  many  years. 

There  were  two  changes  in  personnel.  Mrs.  Saturley  re- 
signed because  of  her  marriage  and  Mr.  Vadeboncoeur  resigned 
to  enter  business.  The  board  elevated  Mr.  Croft  to  the  princi- 
palship.  Mr.  Vincent  Skinner,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Vermont,  was  secured  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  eighth  grade. 
Mrs.  Lena  Mead,  an  experienced  elementary  teacher,  was  en- 
gaged to  fill  the  teaching  vacancy  created  by  Mrs.  Saturley*s 
resignation.  All  positions  were  filled  by  teachers  of  experi- 
ence or  graduates  of  four  year  colleges.  The  district  has  been 
fortunate  to  secure  teachers  of  such  calibre  in  these  days  of 
shortage  of  qualified  teaching  personnel.  The  educational  pro- 
gram can  be  advanced  to  its  fullest  when  stability  of  staff  per- 
mits guidance  of  pupils  on  a  personal  basis. 

CURRICULUM 

The  modern  curriculum  for  the  elementary  schools  is 
constantly  changing.  There  is  a  two  way  expansion.  More  sub- 
ject areas  are  introduced  and  those  which  are  retained  are  ex- 
tended. 

In  the  field  of  reading  at  upper  grade  levels  the  element- 
ary teachers  are  expanding  this  basic  subject  in  two  ways. 
Pupils  are  encouraged  to  read  widely.  This  develops  the  pro- 
gram in  two  ways.  The  general  background  of  the  pupU  is 
broadened.  The  reading  ability,  both  in  speed  and  comprehen- 
sion, is  enhanced.  This  is  an  area  that  needs  further  strength- 
ening. 

Science  and  mathematics  are  receiving  greater  empha- 
sis. This  emphasis  is  resulting  in  greater  selectivity  in  ma- 
terials introduced  into  the  classroom*  This  becomes  necessary 
if  we  are  to  cover  the  materials  affectively  and  buUd  the  right 
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scientific  concepts  and  attitudes.   This  process  of  selection  of 
material  will  be  increasingly  more  important.   As  the  store  of 
human  knowledge  increases  the  necessity  of  having  our  yoimg 
people  properly  prepared  to  cope  with  the  problems  of  society 
in  our  highly  competitive  civilization  requires  selectivity  and 
thoroughness  of  preparation.   This  selectivity  will  result  in  the 
elimination  of  extraneous  materials  and  the  stressing  of  essen- 
tials.   The  thoroughness  of  preparation  will  result  in  the  de- 
velopment of   scientific   attitudes   and  concepts  of\mastery. 
These  phases  of  curricula  development  are  possible  of  achieve- 
ment in  all  situations. 

There  are  some  areas  that  need  consideration  that  are 
not  as  easily  accomplished.  The  need  for  educating  the  excep- 
tional child  is  becoming  a  more  pressing  problem.  The  excep- 
tional child  can  be  found  in  several  different  areas.  Some  areas 
are  entirely  physical,  some  are  entirely  mental  and  some  are 
a  mixture  of  both.  The  exceptional  child  whose  problems  that 
are  physical  in  nature,  polio  victims  and  all  other  with  physi- 
cal handicaps.  Special  teachers  are  provided  in  other  in- 
stances and  special  arrangements  made  available  to  these 
handicapped  children.  The  cerebral  palsy  child  is  the  type 
most  likely  to  be  partly  physical  and  partly  mental.  In  most 
instances  this  tj^e  child  needs  a  special  school.  The  strictly 
mentJiltsrpical  child  falls  into  two  categories  -  the  retarded  and 
the  gifted.  There  are  increasing  numbers  of  classes  for  the 
mentally  retarded.  These  two  require  individuals  of  special 
abilities  and/or  training.  The  gifted  are  generally  the  most 
neglected.  The  problem  of  inciting  the  needs  of  this  group  is 
one  that  needs  greater  attention.  We,  as  a  society,  need  to 
meet  the  problem  of  the  gifted  child.  We  need  to  meet  this 
problem  so  that  the  great  resoiurce  ,  human  ability,  can  be  uti- 
lized to  the  fullest  for  the  development  of  the  individual  and 
for  the  advancement  of  our  society. 

In  addition  the  loss  of  human  resources  due  to  imdetected 
remedial  defects  is  a  problem  that  needs  solution.  How  can  a 
small  district  obtain  the  services  of  a  qualified  remedial  teach- 
er? Such  a  person  could  be  correcting  remedial  defects  make 
a  valuable  contribution  to  the  individual  and  society.  These 
are  a  few  of  tiie  problems  that  are  concerned  with  the  human 
element  in  our  educational  scene.  All  need  to  be  solved  and 
within  our  resources  solutions  are  being  sought. 

FINANCES 

The  operating  budget  recommended  shows  an  increase 
of  $6,350.00.  High  school  tuition  is  increased  by  $2,150.00. 
teachers' salaries  by  $2,250.  Other  increases  can  be  attributed 
for  the  most  part  to  increased  operational  and  maintenance 
costs.  The  capital  outlay  due  to  bond  and  interest  payments  is 
also  increased  $7,600.    At  the  present  time  it  is  anticipated 
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that  income  will  be  increased  -  the  1961  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture has  indicated  that  more  monies  would  be  available  for  debt 
service.  It  is  also  possible  the  current  session  of  Congress 
will  make  additional  funds  available  for  construction  aid.  These 
two  sources  of  income,  impredictable  at  the  present  time,  could 
reduce  the  levy  to  a  point  approximately  that  of  last  year. 

The  educational  program  for  the  yoimg  people  of  Chester 
has  been  improved  in  the  past  year.  The  physical  plant  has 
been  improved.  The  educational  tools  have  been  increased  tn 
number  and  quality.  The  staff  morale  is  high  and  the  interest 
of  teachers  in  the  improvement  of  each  child  is  evidence  of  the 
awareness  of  the  need  for  guiding  the  whole  learning  process. 
This  improvement  is  due  to  cooperation  of  all  -  community, 
school  board,  staff  and  pupils.  To  try  to  provide  better  educa- 
tional opportimity  in  such  a  climate  is  a  pleasurable  experience.
